“Should I specialize in some crop or en­ 
terprise, or should I diversify my oper­ 
ations?” Many farmers and ranchers 
have to find the answer to this question 
For instance, in the state of Washington 
there are 63 distinct types of farming in this ow1 state 
alone. And they should consider that the types of prod­ 
ucts which come from farms in different areas of the 
United States are not accidental. They are caused by 
the inter-action of physical and economic factors. The 
operation of these two forces has been hastened by 
mechanization, development of better crop varieties, 
breeds and disease-resistant strains. 
Specialization, of course, leads to increased efficiency 
in the use; of labor, equipment, capital and buildings; 
Marketing is an easier task and more time » 
available for maintenance of equipment and for 
planning new and letter methods. A great deal of 
the increase in production of agricultural prod­ 
ucts has resulted from specialization.
